Under the set-up the school will 
be operated by the High School 
Board of Education with funds pro­ 
vided by the State and Federal 
Governments and private subscrip­ 
tions. The high school board will 
provide class room facilities, but 
will not assume any financial re­ 
sponsibility. 
The Harrisburg school is one of 
the five such schools in the state 
outside of Chicago and will provide 
the training necessary to qualify 
women for the state board exam­ 
ination to become licensed practi­ 
cal nurses. 


Students who satisfactorily com­ 
plete the 48 weeks course will be 
issued certificates of achievement 
by the State Board of Vocational 
Education and will become eligible 
for State Board examination to 
become licensed practical nurses. 
To assist in the direction of the 
school a local advisory committee 
has been appointed.

Eisenhower Signs 


Flood Insurance Bill 


WASHINGTON. (W — President 
Eisenhower today signed into law 
a five - billion - dollar “experi­ 
mental” flood insurance plan. 
The bill he signed also contain­ 
ed authority for the government to 
contract for 21-4 billion dollars in 
long-term, low • interest disaster 
loans to home and p r o p e r t y 
owners.

State Exhausts All Funds for 
Purchase of Salk Polio Vaccine 


SPR IN G FIELD 0P>- The State 
Health D epartm ent today reported 
it has exhausted all state and fed­ 
eral funds available for the pu r­ 
chase of Salk polio vaccine. 
Dr. B. K. Richardson, d ep a rt­ 
m ent deputy director, said $2,687,- 
003 had been spent for the vaccine 
for free distribution to priority age 
groups under the federal and state 
program . 
Richardson said the departm ent 
now has an inventory of about 
575,000 doses of the vaccine, but 
when that is exhausted, there are 
no funds with which to buy addi- j 
tional supplies. 
He said the departm ent “ is ex ­ 
ploring all the possibilities” of ob­ 
taining m ore money from the U. 
S. Children’s Bureau and the U. S. 
Public Health 
Service, 
through 
which federal funds were m ade 
available to the various states for 
polio vaccine. 
Richardson said if no further 
federal funds are available for the 
vaccine, and em ergency situations 
develop after the current inventory 
is used up, local communities and 
organizations m ay have to help out 
He said, however, the current 
inventory m ay be enough to carry 
through the 1956 polio season.

ed by the 1955 Legislature for polio 
vaccine. 
Richardson said no state 
money is available for purchase 
of additional vaccine, except about 
$45,000 in the departm ent contin­ 
gency fund. 
Dr. Ruth E. Church, chief of the 
dep artm en t’s 
com m unicable 
dis­ 
ease control bureau, said the de­ 
partm ent has sent 1,630,320 cubic 
centim eters of the vaccine to Chi­ 
cago and another half million cubic 
centim eters to the suburban areas 
in Cook County since Nov. I, 1955. 
Chicago is now hard hit with 
recurrent outbreaks of polio re­ 
quiring em ergency measures. 
Another 324.000 shots of the vac­ 
cine, not included in the state in­ 
ventory, has been scheduled for 
shipm ent to Chicago. 
Federal allocations of the vac­ 
cine were lifted July 31, permitting 
the various states to purchase the 
vaccine in w hatever quantities they 
could obtain, Dr. Church said. 
She said Illinois spent the re­ 
m ainder of the money it had in 
building up its inventory for emer­ 
gency use in Chicago and else­ 
where if it is needed. 
The vaccine also has been re­ 
leased for com m ercial distribution, 
perm itting doctors to purchase it 
1 for their patients, regardless of 
! age. 
The vaccine bought with state 
and federal funds were distributed 
without cost for vaccination of per­ 
sons in a priority age group es­ 
tablished by the state. 
Persons under 20 and over six 
months and expectant mothers are 
currently eligible for the “free” 
vaccine, although physicians are 
perm itted to charge regular fees 
for adm inistering the shots.
